gram. His descriptions are so graph- 
ic I expect there will be a ney 
surge of building canoes, racks and 
paddles on the part of the real en- 
thusiasts, as well as a rise in the 
level of teaching of skills involved. 
His chapter on “Canoeing on Swift 
Rivers” should open new vistas to 
those who have always stayed safely 
on placid ponds and in calm coves. 

The book is geared to the use of 
equipment by boys and men who 
have the strength to portage, launch 
and lift with ease. A supplement to 
the section on accessories and fa- 
cilities might well describe devices 
such as a series of rollers notched in 
the middle to expedite launching 
and landing. 

Mr. Hasenfus might have men- 
tioned the effect of current as well 
as of wind in the chapter on posi- 
tions in the canoe especially for 
those directors and counselors who 
will pass over the chapter on white 
water work. Paddling up or down 
stream demands the same consid- 
eration as paddling up down 
wind. “Setting” as applied to either 
current or wind can be lots of fun 
even in a rather elementary pro- 
gram. 

Weather conditions are also 
tremendous importance to the ca- 
noeing program and a section on 
weather signs might well have been 
included as part of the trip section.

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Get off to a good 


start with

Ek CARRY on a pre-camp 
\X) training program that lasts 
for about seven days. We feel that 
we need this amount of time, be- 
cause a certain minimum amount 
of work has to be done in order to 
get the camp into physical shape. 
No matter how excellent your 
maintenance crew may be, there 1s 
a certain point at which they have 
to stop. And then there is other es- 
sential camp housekeeping that has 
to be done. 

We try to follow a schedule bal- 
anced between physical labor and 
study. We may have a work period 
after breakfast; then a study period; 
then lunch; another work period; 
then another theoretical session. 

It seems to me that this is the 
best type of schedule to follow, 
rather than have long sitting and 
talking sessions. The attention span 
of most young people is short—es- 
pecially if they are out in the woods 
and raring to find out what the 
camp is all about. An hour ts really 
long enough to have for a theoreti- 
cal session. 

One of the most important 
things, from the word go, is to have 
the members of the staff get to 
know and appreciate each other. 
They can do that working, as well 
as playing, but there’s a real place 
in the pre-camp training program 
for a litthke counselor recreation. 

There is something in timing, 
too. There’s a dramatic character 
to this pre-camp training. We need 
to work up to a real climax, possi- 
bly the day before the youngsters 
come, so that we have a fairly high 
pitch of anticipation and idea of 
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what the job is going to be for the 
summer. 

There is a value in a flexible 
schedule. If we set hours down too 
hard and fast in pre-camp training, 
we begin to have to change a lot 
and we end up having to be flexi- 
ble anyhow. It’s a good idea in the 
planning and in the whole outline 
for pre-camp, to allow enough time 
for things to be done. One of the 
most unfortunate things is to go 
along in a sloppy, unplanned way 
for two or three days and then 
have to tighten up the schedule at 
the end and overwork the staff the 
last two or three days. 

Staff Meetings 

The matter of staff meetings ts a 
part of the training program. How 
regular should staff meetings be? 
There ought to be some expecta- 
tion of regularity from the very be- 
ginning on staff meetings. This may 
sound a bit too formal, but camp 
is going to be a lot easier, than if 
we say were going to have stafl 
meetings whenever we need them. 
If we build up an expectation that 
we are going to have a staff meeting 
each week, we may have to change 
the time occasionally, but at least 
there’s going to be one regular staff 
meeting. 

We may have a beautiful set of 
objectives and a well worked out 
program. However, if we can put 
the counselors themselves to work 
on developing their own objectives 
for the camp program, consciously 
doing it subject to review, I think 
we're going to get a lot better staff. 

We found it quite worthwhile to 


find out what some of the staff's

problems are and to work up an 
agenda based upon their real felt 
needs and problems, rather than on 
some preconceived idea of the di- 


rector. A problem-centered - stafl 
meeting that emerges from the 
group is far more valuable than 


one that is just planned from the 
top down. 

Who shares who participates 
in staff meetings? Do just a few 
veteran counselors do all of the 
talking, or is there a real sharing 
on a broad basis, so that everyone 
feels he has a chance to express 
himself? And what about follow 
through? What about recommenda- 
tions that are made at staff meet 
ings? Does the director see to it 
that these things are really acted 
on, or is it just something that we 
sort of slough off? Is there a real, 
honest and sincere effort to follow 
through on things that members of 
the staff want? 


On-the-Job Supervision 


Another part of training is on- 
the-job supervision. Perhaps the 
most important training is the di- 
observation which the camp 
head counselor, vil- 
lage leader, or other 
can make. We see mistakes that are 
made. Certainly, if we can impress 
upon members of the staff that 
they are entitled to make mistakes, 
they ought to try to cut down to a 
minimum making the same mistake 
twice. And that is our responsibility 

to be aware of errors in judg-- 
ment or in operation that can be

Conservation 


By Janet Nickelsburg 


1S DIFFICULT to think of a 
| camping experience without 
identifying it with nature and con- 
For conservation perme- 
ates every corner of the camp. 
However, a great many of the con- 
servation projects by which we 
hope to introduce children to this 
field seems to have little to do with 
their daily living. Many of us have 
at camp only city children who 
have never seen farms with contour 
lands laid bare by 


servation 


plowing, nor 
forest fires. 


Needs of City Children 


Such children may never have 
seen a fire that 1s not contained in 
a fire-place or barbecue and need 
to be taught what a fire can do, 
when not carefully built and tended. 

City children are also accustom- 
ed to the use of waste baskets, 
which are emptied by others, and 
of other trash disposed of behind 
the scenes. Therefore, though they 
may have been taught to pick up 
after themselves at home, they 
have never learned that the country- 
side is neither a waste basket nor 
a garbage pail. When they come to 
camp, we impose upon them a set 
of rules about tidy tents and camp- 
grounds, but they still have no 
understanding of the total picture. 
In order to enlist their enthusiasm 
in a clean camp, children must be 
taught to take pride in their camp- 
site. They must learn it belongs to 
them and will remain a thing of 
beauty only if it is taken care of. 
To do this, we have to develop a 
sense of ownership, to which 1s 
attached responsibiliy. This cannot 
be effected by imposing a set of 
rules upon them. 

How then to imbue children with 


this sense of ownership? Many 
camps have councils at which 
camper affairs are discussed. Here 
problems such as “‘litterbug” activi- 
and other anti-conservation 
practices may be taken up and 
solved to everyone’s satisfaction. 

A walk to a hillside where ero- 
sion has taken place may point up 
a discussion about making short- 
cuts across hillsides and breaking 
down the cover plants that serve 
to hold the soil in place. 

To limit the picking of wild 
flowers is another phase of con- 
servation. Some camps may still re- 
gard a collection of pressed flowers 
as evidence that the children have 
a knowledge of nature. It is ac- 
tually evidence that children have 
been taught to destroy and collect 
what had far better have been left 
growing. So as not to rob campers 
of the pleasure of flowers, I would 
suggest their adoption of a growing 
flower instead. Then the children 
may watch the unfolding of the 
flower from bud to seed, keep 
records by means of sketches, 
photographs or by written descrip- 
tions. If a number of campers are 
active with this project, try marking 
their adopted flower to proclaim to 
all who is the owner of that flower 
It will soon become apparent with- 
out admonitions that a flower pick- 
ed means the loss of many seeds. 

A butterfly on the wing or settled 
upon a flower, can be watched by 
a child squatting quietly alongside. 
How much more thrilling an ex- 
perience this is for most children 
than the destruction and impaling 
of a wing-distorted butterfly, which 
is finally placed, misshaped into a 
case! 

However, it should be interpolat-

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that from time to time 
counselors find children who are 
embryonic botanists and entymolo- 
gists.

Attitudes 


Proper and desirable attitudes are 
not only difficult to inculcate but 
describe and measure ac- 
curately. The great difficulty lies in 
the formulation of what is meant 
by a desirable attitude and translat- 
ing it into quantitative forms. Yet, 
of late, some success has been made 
in this objective. Using scaling, tech- 
niques (a method whereby attitudes 
are rated along a scale from ex- 
treme to extreme) it has 
possible to view an individual's at- 
titude in comparison with his fel- 
lows’. Such measurements, 
noted above, are relative only. One 
can only conclude from such meth- 
that an individual is more or 
less than the average of his fel- 
lows. But this ts in itself highly sig- 
nificant if we are able to locate the 
average attitude 

For example, to know that a pat 
ticular child, or even a particular 
group, is less tolerant racially upon 
leaving camp than he or they were 
upon arrival is to gain great insight 
into the nature of the counselors 
and the camp program. A director

Knowledge 


[his category need not detain us 
long. All of us are familiar with 
examinations in our schools de- 
signed to test our knowledge of 
various subjects. That such tests are 
applicable to knowledge acquired 
in camp is obvious. What is needed 
is a Statement of objectives and 
then tests can be devised to see if 
they have been fulfilled. 

For those directors interested in 
further analysis of their programs, 
correlation analysis could prove 
useful. This 1s a method by which 
the relationships between parts of 
the program may be measured. 
[hus, it may be that some parts of 
the program overlap or in which in- 
formation, or skills or habits, etc., 
gained in one area may prove use- 
ful (or not useful) in another area. 
If effort is to be most efficiently di- 
rected toward those areas yielding 
the greatest results for the least 
cost, a program of correlation 
analysis might prove useful in as- 
sisting it. For instance, if a high 
correlation were discovered, via 
testing, between swimming skill and 
dancing skill, it might enable a di- 
rector to orient his program more 
properly. Likewise, if a high cor- 
relation were between, 
let us say, income of the child's 
father and the child’s social atti 
tudes, this too would be of tremen- 
dous value to the director in 
ting up his program 

An objection might be raised that 


discovered 


set- 


the counselors would spend sO 
much time testing that they would 
have little or no time for counsel- 
ing. Of course, we cannot permit 
testing to become a reductio ad ab- 
surdum. It is expected that the pri- 
mary job of the counselor will con- 
tinue to be that of guide to the 
camper. But for the director's own 
yuidance and for the welfare of both 
camp and camper, the counselor 
must be requested to perform these 
tasks. They are more onerous- 
sounding than they are in reality. 
Generally, such testing will be con- 
fined to entrance to and exit from 
the camp in order to provide meas- 
urable movement along the scales 
and ratings. Otherwise, observation 
on check sheets, provided for the 
counselor as regular equipment, is 
all that is necessary and should 
not take too much of his time. 

Another objection which may be 
raised is that this approach dehu- 
manizes the process of camping. 
However, perhaps for the first time, 
the camper would be really under- 
stood and his needs and require- 
ments adequately analyzed and 
catered to. Instead of the direc- 
tor’s idea of what the camper is, 
the camper stands revealed for the 
first time as he really is. The camp 
will become more child-centered, 
not administratively centered. 


More Accurate Basis 


A final objection is more serious. 
It is contended that not everything 
can be reduced to figures some 
qualities are just not reducible into 
quantities. This is quite true. There 
is still room for the council fires 
of the counselor and the director; 
for the human interaction of the 
personalities of camper and coun- 
selor. It is not the intent to replace 
or supplant these. What is intended 
is to provide a more accurate and 
objective basis for understanding 
of all concerned for each other — 
to eliminate misunderstanding and 
misinterpretation of what each finds 
necessary to understand in_ the 
other. What is intended is to make 
the camp more alert and responsive 
to the needs of its campers, and to 
keep it on its mental and spiritual 
toes.

— LEATHERCRAFT 


EATHERCRAFT is ideally suit- 
L ed for a camp program, In 
mastering its skills and techniques 
the camper can make “something 
to take home.” He can enjoy chal- 
lenging and satisfying experiences. 
He can develop beginning interests 
which may lead to a splendid out- 
of-camp hobby. Tool and equip- 
ment requirements are few. Leath- 
er may be inexpensive or costly, 
plain or fancy. Satisfaction in at- 
tainment for both camper and coun- 
selor might well be limited only by 
the imagination of both. Leather- 
craft is really a challenge for all. 

The extensive range of projects 
and required skills in this craft is 
probably broad enough to meet the 
needs of almost any camp pro- 
gram. It is flexible enough to adjust 
to the varying interests, abilities, 
and experiences of the campers and 
budget, equipment and supplies, 
and leadership of the camp. 

Many leathercraft skills are easi- 
ly acquired. Carving, repousse’ or 
embossing, and dyeing, painting, 
and enameling are recommended 
for only the most advanced 
campers. 

The style and decoration of the 
individual item in leathercraft will 
have great influence on the range 
of skills used in making the article 
The more elaborate the style and 
the more extensive the decoration 
the greater the number of skills 
generally needed to enjoy a satisfy- 
ing experience. A simple, well plan- 
ned, functionally decorated project 
may also demand exacting work- 
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manship and result in a pleasing 
experience for the camper 

It can be assumed that after a 
camper has completed three or four 
basic projects he will have ac- 
quired enough skill to make other 
more difficult items in leather. The 
illustration on page 21. shows 
how a camper may progress from 
simple articles to more complex 
ones. Each of the five auxiliary arti- 
cles which are identified with the 
basic projects shown were selected 
on the following basis 

(1) that similar skills to those of 
the basic project be used in its 
construction 

(2) that no skills other than 
those identified in the basic skills 
list be required to make the item 

(3) that the project be applica- 
ble to a camp situation. 

Basic skills are arranged in the 
left hand column in order of difh- 
culty. Each basic project ts illus- 
trated for ready reference in the 
second column. Guide lines lead 
from the project to the skill or skills 
required in making the article. In 
the third column, auxiliary articles 
are listed. The additional auxiliary 
articles employ in thei 
tion skills and tools similar to those 
of the basic project, but not neces- 
sarily in the same form or in like 
degree of difficulty

Ihe night hand column contains 
a step by step procedure for work- 
ing in leather. This procedure indi- 


cates the general or large steps to 
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be followed in making any project 
in leather; each step may be chang 
ed more or less for a given project. 
While it is possible for camper 
craftsmen to make many of thet 
own leather tools, especially stamps, 
it is suggested that basic tools be 
supplied by the camp. The 
counselor should be consulted as to 
the quantity, style, size, and trade 
name of the leathercraft tools to be 
purchased for the camp program

HIS SUMMER hundreds of 
prince and boatmen once 
again will go off to selected camp 
sites all around the country to at- 
tend American Red Cross Aquatic 
Schools when they open for thet 
36th season. During intensive 10- 
day sessions they will learn first 
aid, swimming techniques, the use 
of small craft and the principles of 
water safety. Those who success- 
fully complete the courses will be 
certified as instructors of First Aid, 
Water Safety or Small Craft. 
Others, who may not make the 
grade the first time, are welcome to 
continue their training until they 
are able to qualify. 

Ihe Red Cross operates both 
Aquatic and Small Craft Schools, 
which have similar curricula except 
that the use of small boats receives 
greater stress at the latter. Both are 
open to competent swimmers who 
are 18 years of age or older and 
are approved by their doctors as 
being physically fit. Small Craft 
Schools have the additional re- 
quirement that prospective students 
must hold a senior lifesaving certif- 
icate or have equivalent training 

At Aquatic Schools, Water Safe- 
ty Instructors with a background ol 
successful teaching may elect spe- 
cial advanced courses such as com- 
petitive, recreational and synchro- 
nized swimming, First Aid Instruc- 
tor or Small Craft Instructor. Not 
all schools offer each elective, how- 
ever. 

Instructor training may be elect- 
ed in any two of three courses 
boating, canoeing or sailing at 
Small Craft Schools. In the third, 


students may enroll for basic train- 
ing. No formal swimming or first 
aid instruction is offered <t Small 
Craft Schools. 


Tuition at the schools ranges 
lrom $45 to $50 and _ includes 
board, lodging, texts and other ma- 
terials. Information and applica- 
tions may be obtained from local 
Red Cross chapters or from area 
Offices in Alexandria, Va.; Atlanta, 
Ga,; St. Louis, Mo.; and San Fran- 
cisco, Calif.

Also important are 
the members who carry out the 
responsibilities of travel and making 
camp; a Ranger (supervising the 
total camping operation,) Assistant 
Ranger (firewood, food storage, 
latrines, etc.,) Guides (skilled in 
map and compass work,) Trail- 
blazers (marking all off-trail trav- 
el,) and, of course, Cooks. These 
members make it possible for the

Specialists to go freely about the 
nature work. A Recorder will prove 
to be a popular as well as valuable 
member of the expedition. 


Staff Preparation 


While campers busily gather 
their equipment and prepare them- 
selves, the staff is working behind 
the scenes. Local U.S. Geological 
Survey maps, (write to the U.S. 
Geological Survey, Washington 25, 
D. C., for these), careful studied, 
should yield) many appropriate, 
out-of-the-way sites. The concen- 
tration area should offer a number 
of natural phenomena, and perhaps 
accessibility by water. After actual 
visits confirm the site’s desirability, 
scout reports and detailed briefings 
may remind all that the target date 
iS near. 

Packing may prove to be a 
worthwhile, half-day’s activity. 
Food, individual gear, and nature 
equipment should be assembled at 
a central location. Expedition mem- 
bers should all participate in this 
phase of organization, taking re- 
sponsibility for their individual de- 
partment, and enjoying the excite- 
ment of seeing their long-planned 
operation take shape. 

On the great day, after a hearty 
breakfast and final briefing, our 
Safari members proudly don their 
pith helmets and stand ready to 
face any hardship. Gear might be 
driven to the most appropriate 
starting point to conserve energies, 
but we must not make the trip too 
tame for our eager explorers! The 
feeling of challenge and isolation 
must always be preserved. 

Arrival at the site, and late: 
breaking of camp should be left to 
those with that responsibility, leav- 
ing Specialists free for initial scout- 
ing, and preparation for operations 
in the field. All will want to explore 
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and participate in collevtting, but 
opportunity should be made avail- 
able for everyone to enjoy a total 
experience after the completion of 
“official duties.” Now is the time 
when the skills learned at camp are 
put into practice. A_ well-planned 
approach to the area will be neces- 
sary if time is to be properly utiliz- 
ed, and campers are to return with 
a feeling of satisfaction for thet 
efforts. 


Natural Survey 


Collecting must never be aimless, 
but part of a plan to make a 
natural survey of the area. A sensi- 
tivity to the surroundings should 
be encouraged, with equal value 
placed on keen observation as well 
as gathering of samples and actual 
collecting. Our mammialogist, for 
example, while setting his traps, 
might be looking for signs of animal 
life—studying trails, holes, drop- 
pings—and making plaster’ track 
casts. Specialists can work in pairs 
or small groups, assisting each 
other, but always conscious of the 
ecology of the area. The possibili- 
ties for each young = Specialist, 
properly trained, and with powers 
of observation, are limitless. Co- 
ordinating and working closely with 
the Specialists are the Cartographer 
and Recorder. 

The value of this kind of experi- 
ence will be all too obvious when 
your campers return with that feel- 
ing of a big job well done. There 
will be continued activity at the 
nature den, as specimens are 
mounted and identified. Campers 
will have gained a more complete 
knowledge, not only of the area 
covered, but of all the out-of-doors 
[here will be renewed interest in 
outdoor activity, with nature taking 
its proper role as an exciting part 
of camp life. Having enjoyed real 
integration with other activities 
new meanings become translated 
into new interests. Furthermore, 
campers will have experienced re- 
sponsibility and teamwork. Most 
important, however, they will have 
successfully coped with their natural 
surroundings, and grown richer for 
it in new confidence and a real 
sense of accomplishment

TAFF MEMBERS in American 
S camps collectively possess a 
remarkable range of background 
and experience which varies ac- 
cording to their homes, their train- 
ing, their ideas and ideals of camp- 
ing and, particularly, the type of 
camping experience they have had. 
[his variety, in most phases of 
camping, is an asset, but sometimes 
it can become a_liability—unless 
carefully directed and controlled 
through well understood and ac- 
cepted principles. This is especially 
true in matters of camper health. 

Several boys are cut or scratched 
in cabin activity during which they 
roam through woods and under- 
brush. One counselor says, “Don't 
bother about that! You're no sissy!” 
Another douses iodine and band- 
ages tightly, saying, “Suppose it 
does sting; that’s how you know 
its doing some good! Let’s get on 
with the game.” 

A third washes carefully with 
soap and water and covers with 
a sterile dressing. A fourth takes 
the camper to the nurse. 

Whose treatment is correct for 
the situation, for the camper, the 
camp, the camp director, the nurse, 
the counselor himself, to say 
nothing of the child’s parents?

every instance, but the principle of 
consultation as well as the benefit 
of the judgment of the medical 
profession can be otherwise secured 
and assured through standing or- 
ders, 


Standing Orders 


Nurses are trained in procedures 
under standing orders. Doctors are 
accustomed to direct the profession- 
al efforts of nurses in this manner 

by written notations governing 
treatment of patients. By adapting 
this very familiar medical procedure 
to camping and to members of the 
camp staff, it is possible for the 
camp doctor to conserve his time, 
train his co-workers in sound meth- 
ods, protect campers, campers 
parents, camp, camp director and 
staff and assure proper procedures 
in emergencies, wherever campers 
may be 

his article cannot, for lack of 
space give adequate explanation 
of standing orders. The matter 1s 
well covered, however, in an 
American Camping Association re- 
print on health entitled, “Suggested 
Policies and Standing Orders for 
Camp Nursing Services,” originally 
prepared by the Division of Public 
Health Nursing of the Minnesota 
Department of Health. The princi- 
ples and practices set forth therein 
should be in used in every camp! 
Another reference, even more com- 
prehensive and equally indispens- 
able to the camp director and those 
io whom he delegates the responsi- 
bility for the health of his campers 
and staff, is the 1956 revision by 
the Health and Safety Committee 
of the ACA called, “The Camp 
Nurse.” Order it now for use this 
season! 

Ihe most careful plans for pro- 
tection of campers fail in their re- 
sults unless counselors daily put 
them into practice. How does the 
camp director insure that this ts 
done? Here are several suggestions 

|. Annually arrange a joint con- 
ference with nurse, physician and 
camp director to bring standing or- 
ders up to date 

2. Include copies of — revised 
standing orders in counselor's note- 
books with a paragraph as to their 
importance and directions for their

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3. Give your nurse time in pre- 
camp training sessions to explain 
to the staff the use of standing or- 
ders. 

4. Have unit heads review from 
time to time, during the 
the necessity for uniform procedures 
under standing orders, by coun- 
selors out on trips. Trip reports 
should include treatment to campers 
on such trips, for inclusion in the 
nurse’s health records. 

5. Equip each first-aid kit with 
medical supplies needed under 
standing orders. Paste a copy of 
standing orders inside the lid. 

6. In first aid courses for coun- 
selors, older campers and coun- 
selors-in-training, include in course

content and in examination, the 
material covered under standing 
orders. 


7. Delegate to the camp nurse 
responsibility for instructing camp- 
ers and staff in use of standing 
orders. Support her by insistence 
that everyone in camp accept this 
method of procedure—under the 
physician’s direction—and comply 
with it. 

Relationships within a camp 
setting can be immensely satisfying 
or equally frustrating. Perhaps no- 
where in the whole organization 1s 
this more true than in dealing with 


health matters. Camp _ Director, 
doctor and nurse, nurse and par- 
ents, nurse and counselors, coun- 
selor and parents and campers, 


camp and hospital and home—all 
these relationships offer excellent 
Opportunity for cooperation and 
understanding and rapport or equal 
chance for misunderstanding and 
CONnCernN.

The Camper's View 


By Larry Rubin 


ERE | stand on a mountain top. | look down. 
H | am looking at a summer camp in the valley. 
In this camp there are many campers. | am one of 
them. I have taken a hike to the top of the mountain. 
| look up. My counselor is looking down. I guess I 
didn’t reach the top after all, because as always my 
counselor is looking over me, guiding, leading me. But 
one day | will reach the top. One day, Pll be looking 
down, and one of my campers will be looking up. | 
wonder what kind of counselor Pll be? | know what 
kind | want to be. In my opinion, the ideal counselor 
is a guide, a teacher, and a friend. All of these I want 
to be. 


The Guide 


A guide blazes new trails, starts new adventures, but 
in a counselor, a guide is more than that. He will guide 
his boys toward good character, good habits, and a 
better understanding of themselves. By a better under- 
standing | mean their attitudes toward their fellow 
campers. He will try to make them understand why 
they act the way they do, and in that way help to build 
in them a better character. He will try to mold boys 
into being better adjusted to the outside world. Is a 
boy an extrovert, an introvert, possessive, bossy, shy? 
He will try to modify these traits and make well-round- 
ed individuals out of the boys. He must do this in a 
way that the boys do not feel they are being babied or 
pushed. He must do it in man-to-man talks and the 
like. This requires a thorough understanding of boys. 
He'll be little more than a boy himself, so maybe this 
is one of the greatest challenges he will have to meet, 
climbing that mountain of leadership. 


The Teacher 


For 10 months, the boys have been in an environ- 
ment of work, study, and being preached to by the 
teachers. This is academic teaching. A counselor ts 
not a teacher teaching students, but a teacher guiding 
and leading. Teaching and guiding should be synony- 


mous. (I believe this should be true in school as well 
as at Camp. ) 

When teaching Nature, for instance, instead of sit- 
ting the boys down and lecturing, a good counselor 
will take them on a nature trip and let them see for 
themselves. (In my experiences as a camper, all 13% 
years of me, I have found that the counselors who lec- 
ture are the same counselors who are the bullies and 
bosses. | wonder why?) 

Also, the arts and crafts program should not be con- 
ducted to make El Greco’s out of campers. It should 
serve as a means of self-expression, or serving the 
practical purpose of supplying things needed. 


The Friend 


The counselor who has conquered teaching and 
guiding is almost at the top of the mountain. He is not 
a boy leading boys but a man guiding boys. But he is 
nothing, if he forgets to be a friend. 

A counselor shouldn't make it obvious that he is act- 
ing as a guide or teacher, but rather he should place 
himself as a buddy, a friend of the boys, and from that 
position, guide and teach. 

So, here [ stand on a mountain top, looking up at 
my counselor. In him, I see most of the things | want 
to be. I realize that he is a human being and can make 
mistakes, but he is truly a leader. 

| have tried in this article to tell what the average 
camper thinks and wants of his counselor. The pur- 
pose of this article, therefore, is not to tell you what 
a counselor should be, but rather what the counselor 
is in the eyes of his campers. Be the campers right o1 
wrong in what they want out of a counselor, since the 
counselor is there for the boys, shouldn’t the counselor 
be what the boys want him to be? A counselor can be 
perfect according to a book, but if the wants and needs 
of the boys are different from the wants of the book, 
the counselor has failed.
